He had other minor diplomatic 
assignments during the war. but 
in 1921 resumed his journalistic 
career ds editor of Rome's I] Mes- 
sagero, which he edited without 
attracting much attention until 
1926, when he was made director 
of the then-liberal I] Giornale 
D’Italia and transformed it into 
one of the most outspoken pro- 
Fascist organs, 

The attack on Rome today was 
the eighth time in this war as 
American Marauder medium 
bombers, noted for their precision 
raiding methods, blasted the Pre- 
nestiana railway yards in the east- 
ern part of the city.

— Short, mild-mannered 


Charles Stewart Dineen, 52-year-old, $35-a-week bank teller 
who wagered thousands of dollars of the funds of his bank 
on horse races—and won—and replaced his borrowings, to- 
day was sentenced in federal court to serve two months. 

The luck that had served Dineen during months of suc- 
cessful betting failed him at last when a $10,000 shortage 
was discovered in another teller’s accounts, 

Other employes at the Broadway National Bank in 
Chelsea told FBI agents that Dineen had been playing the 
horses and they arrested him as he left the Suffolk Downs 
race track. They never traced any shortage in bank funds 
to him—but he told them about his betting and came into 
court and pleaded guilty to a charge of embezzling $18,000 


in bank funds and falsifying records.

Soviet forces forging across the 
Bug river southwest of Uman es- 
tablished several bridgeheads, 
which were brought “under heavy 
fire of motorized German howit- 
zers,” a German broadcast de- 
clared. 

The Russians had reached Gai- 
voron—about midway along the 
500-mile front in southern Russia 
from Tarnopol]l to Kherson—Sun- 
day, seeking a quick penetration 
of the river to prevent the disor- 
ganized Germans from making a 
major stand along the Bug. The 
Russians already have crossed the 
upper Bug near Proskurov. 


An Istanbul report said every 
available ship in Black sea ports of 
Rumania was being hurried ap- 
parently to Odessa, 90 miles west 
of fallen Kherson at the Dnieper’s 
mouth, presumably to rescue Ger- 
man forces hard-pressed by the 
pursuing Russians. 

Also swept up in this rapid 
Ukraine advance was Belozerka, 
between Kherson and Shirokaya 
Balka, and 60 other communities, 
the Russian bulletin said. 
CLOSING IN ON NIKOLAEV 


Shirokaya Balka is only 28 miles 
southeast of Nikolaev, the next 
important Soviet objective in the 
Dnieper river area.

The enemy launched 
several attempts to break out of 
encirclement but was repulsed. 
“In these attempts he lost up to 
10,000 officers and men. Our 
troops in this area captured more 
than 300 guns of various calibers 
and took prisoners more than 4,000 
German officers and men.” 


ELIMINATE DIVISIONS 


This came only three weeks 
after the Russians announced they 
had eliminated 10 German div} 
sions, killing and capturing /73,- 
000 Germans, in the 14-day battle 
of the Korsun trap about 130 
miles north of this area. 


The communique said the Ger- 
mans “launched several attempts 
to break out of the encirclement 
but were repulsed,” and in these 
attempts suffered heavy losses. 
This indicated that the remainder 
of the German still were fighting 
for a way out. 


The Russians also fre 
heavy fighting west of Kirovograd 
where more than 70 towns and 
hamlets were captured. Among 
them were Noro Archangelskgn, 
28 miles southeast of Uman, 
Khmeilevoi, 41 miles northwest of 
Kirovograd, and Podvisokaya, 24 
miles southeast of Uman.

Another new front in north Bur

The hard-hitting British report- 
ed the Chindwin crossing, made 
about 40 miles east of the Assam 
border, was much easier than sim- 
ilar action last year when Major 
General Orde Charles Wingate led 
his raiders on their foray into the 
Burma jungles. The southeastern 
Asia command communique today 
reported the columns were “well 
advanced” eastward after crossing 
the Chindwin, but did not indi- 
cate objectives of the new thrust.

GEORGIA NOT AFFECTED 

The value of “A” card gasoline 
ration has been lowered to two 
gallons a week for the entire 
country, effective March 22, be- 
cause of imminent “critical de- 
mands” and a gigantic black mar- 
ket which is draining heavily from 
the restricted civilian supply, OPA 
announced, 

The action, which mé@ans a one 
third cut in basic family car ra 
tions for all parts of the country 
except the eastern seaboard, does 
not affect the value of “A” cou 
pons in Georgia, where the ration 
was lowered to two gallons per 
week last September. All states 
throughout the country are now 
placed on the same ration basis as 
the eastern seaboard in the value 
of “A” coupons, OPA explained. 

Officials said approximately 15 
per cent of the “C” coupons turned 
in for gasoline are found to be 
counterfeit and approximately 8 
per cent of “B's” are counterfeit 
and smaller percentages of “A,” 
“EF” and “R” cdupons are counter 
feit. Only the “DD” motorcycle ra 
tions and the new serially. num- 
bered “T's” are free of counter 
feiting. 

KEEP CLOSE CHECK 

The furtive grinding out of this 
counterfeit—some printed on sto 
len government paper designed to 
pass physical tests of authenticity 

is spreading from city to city, 
OPA officials said. 

In an intensive effort to discov 
er all counterfeit coupons and 
their source, OPA investigators 
are checking sheets of the coupons 
in ration banks and with the help 
of ultraviolet lamps and _ special 
knowledge of the Appearance of 
counterfeit, screen out false cou- 
pons from the genuine. 

They can then check the coupon 
back to the station turning it in, 
and then trace it on to the person 
who turned it in for gasline or to 
the owner of the service station, 
who may have bought counterfeit 
coupons wholesale to cover sales 
he made without requiring surren- 
der of coupons, OPA officials ex- 
plained.

Miss Procter 
said there were 
193,065 persons 
in the 20,613 
families enroll- 
ed in the FSA 
program in

These families in 1944, she said, 
would further increase their food 
production despite labor and ma- 
terial scarcities. The planned in 
creases of Georgia FSA borrowers 
the year were given as fol 

Peanuts, 25.6 per cent; sweet 
potatoes, 30.9; Irish potatoes, 48.9; 
“wheat and small grain. 28.1; cane, 
25: corn, 8.2: truck crops, 29.2;

To End Rabies 


In an effort te stamp out rabies, 
the Fulton county department of 
health has passed a regulation re- 
| quiring registration and inocula 
tion of dogs in the county outside 
the incorporated limits of any city 
or town. The fee is $2 per year— 
one dollar for registration and one 
dollar for inoculation. Dogs in 
|Atlanta are not affected by the 
new rule. 

The regulation requires 
every dog coming under the new 
rule shall be inoculated once a/| 
'year. At the time of inoculation, 
the board of health will provide 
an inoculation tag and a registra 
tion receipt. All inoculations must 
ibe done by a licensed veterinarian 
Owners of dogs may arrange for 
|inoculation by making suitable ar- 
rangements with the school prin 
cipals in each community. 

Beginning June 1, 1944, the reg 
ulation requires the health office 
to seize and impound any dog not 
| bearing an inoculation tag. Up to 
the present time, according to the 
Fulton county department of 
health, about 1,000 dogs have al- 
ready received the inoculation 
' County health officers say that 
this new regulation resulted from 
the high number of rabid dogs in 
the county last year. There were 
76 cases of rabies reported 
throughout the county.

This might be 
due to the training given men and 
women in the income tax division 
before the rush started, or to the 
patience of the hundreds of men 
and women, some of whom have 
waited hours in line. 

“No doubt the deputy collectors 
and clerks who are scattered on 
first. second and fourth floors of 
the post office building are sys- 
tematically handling the largest 
crowd in the department's his- 
tory,” Allen said. 


It's Last Day Also 


For State Income Tax 

Many Georgians face penalty 
unless they file their state income 
tax returns by tonight. 

State Revenue Commissioner 
Eugene Cook yesterday renewed 
his warning that there will be no 
extension of the deadline for filing 
income tax returns. The depart- 
ment (on the fifth floor of the 
State Office building) will be 
open until 5 p. m, “and as long 
thereafter as is necessary.” Ke- 
turns may be mailed up until mid- 
night. 

R. FE. Collings Jr., director of the 
income tax unit, said the depart- 
ment has mailed out the most in- 
come tax blanks in its history. He 
quickly added, however, that the 
filled out returns are not coming 
back to the office yet. 

While more Georgians probably 
will file state income tax returns 
this year, the amount of tax re- 
ceipts is expected to drop more 
than four million dollars because 
people are permitted to deduct 
their federal taxes, Cook said,

And since many of us 
are now “post-war-minded”, it seems timely to analyze our opportuni- 
ties for expanding sales and profits from present or new avenues of 
trade in the years ahead. In contemplating the future it is often 
helpful to review the past. We, therefore, submit the following com- 
parisons showing that we have been able to steadily i improve our posi- 
tion despite rising costs and higher taxes. 


TO OUR STOCKHOLDERS: 

The financial statements of Plough, Ine. and Subsidiaries, consolidated 
as of December 31, 19438, as certified to by Homer K. Jones and Com- 
pany, Public Accountants, are submitted herewith. 


FINANCIAL POSITION... 


This year, in addition to cash of $834,844.47, our Current Assets in- 
cluded $7,016,842.21 of U. S. Treasury Certificates having an average 
maturity of 228 days and all maturing within twelve months. Against 
this, we owed $7,000,000.00 which will be paid as the U. S. Treasury 
Certificates mature. We are gratified to report that your company’s 
credit position has enabled it to participate in each of the war loan 
campaigns without affecting its liquid position. During the year, our 
long term debt was reduced from $450,000.00 to $250,000.00. Inven- 
tories were taken at cost, which in each case was lower than market. 


EARNINGS... 


Operating profits for 1943 reached a new high of $835,571.61—31% 
over 1942 and 94% over 1941. In spite of increased Federal Income 
and Excess Profits Taxes, after deducting post-war refund, net earn- 
ings in 1943 were $424,326.40 or $1.41 per share compared to $1.34 in 
1942, None of these increased earnings in 1942 or 1943 were realized 
from war contracts, although we did a substantial amount of war work 
in both years. For example, 40% of our aspirin tablet production dur- 
ing 1943 was for the Armed Forces. This constituted the bulk of the 
procurements of the Army Medical Purchasing Office for this item 
during the year. Dividends of 60c per share were paid; this being the 
12th consecutive year dividends have been paid on our common stock. 
The remaining profits of $244,326.40 were transferred to Earned Sur- 
plus for use in present and post-war expansion plans. 


SALES... 


Domestic shipments increased 43% over 1942. Despite shipping dif- 
ficulties, the first half of the year, foreign shipments showed a 9% 
increase for the full year. Large numbers of both foreign and domes- 
tic orders had to be rejected during 1943 due to rationing of raw 
materials and supplies. Fortunately, since our most widely adver- 
tised products are essential to civilian use, restrictions have not been 
aS severe upon us as they have in other lines of business. This, to- 
gether with a relatively large inventory of finished merchandise on 
hand at the beginning of the year, enabled us to supply in a large 
measure the rapidly growing consumer demand for our products. . .93 
million packages were shipped in 1948, compared to 82 million in 1942,

In view of the fact that the trend of drug store sales for the past 
thirty (30) years has practically paralleled the trend of national in- 
come, it appears that drug store sales in the years to come may be 
even greater than in the record year of 1943.

Such a program has 
placed new and added responsibilities upon our men and women re- 
maining on the home front, and the management is gratified to report 
that they have risen to the task with enthusiasm and understanding. 


With the consumer demand for our advertised products increasing, 
and with our organization of more than 1,200 people now geared to 
these higher sales standards, we look to the future with full confidence.

The Governor said they had kept everything quiet about my 
errival, but nevertheless everybody seemed to know I was there 
and the children who were out of school early made the narrow 
street leading to La Fortaleza seem narrower than usual. 

Then we went to the enlisted men’s new recreation building. 
It is built right on the.cliff looking across the ocean. There are 
some good bowling alleys, a little music room, a writing room up- 
stairs, and a big room for games with a sundeck outside, which, 
I am sure, will be filled on pleasant evenings, As I “opened” the 
building 1 was allowed to roll two balls down an alley and failed 
each time to hit the pins at the end. At this center, a boy was 
introduced to me who came from Poughkeepsie, N. Y., and Private 
Smith was photographed with General Shedd.

Jack ‘Dempsey, when champion of the world, was asked what 
was his paramount thought when the first bell rang. 


He said: “To hit the other man so hard he can’t hit me. If I 
can’t land one punch I try to hammer away at his middle until 
his strength goes, and he is open for a punch!” 

Those critics who are dismayed because we keep on bombing 
Berlin, and who deplore it with resolutions asking that we cease, 
are among the minor idiocies of the war. 


They assume our planes dump bombs on the already piled-up 
rubble and return home. 

Actually, of course, they are following the Dempsey formula. 

The planes go for a target. 

The reconnaissance planes go and photograph the damage. 

If it is not enough they go again. 

If it is enough they select another target. 

Berlin, and its sprawling factory environs, is a large target. 
Berlin undoubtedly has many, many streets which are not 
Gamaged. But Berlin’s factory areas will continue to be bombed 
and bombed.

Need for Better Cotton 


Cotton growers, ginning specialists, agronomists and others 
interested in cotton growing at a two-day conference in Dallas, 
Texas, heard S. P. Lyle, of the Federal Agricultural Extension 
Service, declare that there has been a considerable decrease in the 
yield of higher grades of upland cotton. Likewise came a 
warning from Dr. J. W. Wright, of the United States Department 
of Agriculture, that after the war cotton would come into more 
serious competition with synthetic fibers, a competition that would 
be disastrous ‘othe cotton industry unless grade and staple 
length were improved. 

It required many years for southern farmers to realize that 
there are grades for eggs when marketed, but the major portion 
of them apparently do not realize that there are also grades 
governing the deirability of cotton, and therefore its price. For 
many years past there has been a huge cotton carry-over at the 
end of the growing season, the bulk of which is low-grade, short 
staple. Though undesirable for most commercial uses, its bulk 
acts to hold down prices of the better grade, longer staple. 

Cotton is no longer king of the agricultural south, but it should 
not be officially degraded to the rank of dog catcher. It may be 
impossible to change the indifferent attitude of the older farmers. 
but there is hope in the Future Farmers of the South, and the 
agricultural colleges and experiment stations are ready and 
Willing to guide them.

In Athens, Greece 


_ SAVANNAH; Ga., March 14.—The story be 
gins in Athens, Greece, and today has pro- 
gressed as far as the launching ways of thé 
Southeastern Shipbuilding Company here in 
Savannah. 

It is a story which will go on and on. 

It began 45 years ago. A young Greek boy, Charles Poulacos, 
Was going away to sea as a cabin boy. 

In Atlanta at the same time a young man named Clark Howell 
was working as editor of The Atlanta Constitution. Even then he 
was known and loved. When he became publisher of the paper. 
the Greek community of Atlanta adopted a resolution expressing 
their affection for him and their confidence in him because of his 
great tolerance and his love of people. : 

Today the young Greek cabin boy of 45 years ago stood on the 
launching stand and saw the Liberty ship Clark Howell move ma- 
jestically down thé ways. 

He then went to the finishing deck where he assumed his duties 
as captain of that vessel. The man for whom the ship is named 
would like this captain. 

Captain Charles Poulacos has been at sea for 45 years. Slim, 
his face bronzed by the sea winds and suns, he has been a master 
for 30 years. 

He has seen a lot and done a lot. He served through the first 
World War as a captain of a merchant ship in the service of the 
Greek navy. He served through the Balkan wars. He is known 
as a lucky master and he looked at the Clark Howell and said, 


“She will be a lucky ship. I know it.” 
A LUCKY CAPTAIN His record indicates that he and the 
ship will be lucky. In all the years, 


45 of them, that he has sailed the seven seas, he has lost but one 
ship. 

That was about two and a half years ago somewhere off the 
coast of Africa. He was sitting in his cabin after a long watch 
on the bridge, having a cup of coffee. The torpedo struck. The 
coffee splashed over his uniform. 

He hurried to the bridge. The ship was sinking. 
got off. Not a man was lost. 

He has had three Liberty ships and all are still going strong. 
He likes them. They are, he says, good, sturdy, capable ships. 

“I am especially proud to be in command of a ship named for 
Clark Howell,” he said. “I have heard many great things about 
his big heart and his love for people and of his affection for the 
Greek people. This will be a lucky ship.” 

He stood by, hat off, as the hiss of the cutting torches began 
to burn the plates, the last restraint on the ship. He watched as 
the ship went majestically to the river that leads to the sea. Then 
he went up to the outstretched hand of Mrs. Clark Howell, who 
had christened the ship named for her husband’s father, bent low, 
kissed her hand, and said, “You smashed the bottle well. That 
means she got a good start. I tell you we will be a lucky ship and 
crew.” 

General Clark Howell, son of the man for whom the ship was 
named and third generation to own and publish The Atlanta 
Constitution, shook hands with the captain and said: 

“Captain, I hope that one day, not too far distant, you can sail 
her into the harbor at Athens.” 

“T will,” said the captain. 

All ship launchings are emotional and beautiful. There is 
something about seeing a project of steel on which hundreds of 
men and women have worked, suddenly come alive and slide into 
the sea to become a ship.

ship named for the man whom all Constitution employes knew as 
“Papa Howell.” 

I would like the composing room to know that their delegate, 
the Hon. Luther Still, looked like a Beau Brummell and that he 
did them proud as a representative. Wade Grice, of the stereotype 
department, who never says anything much, was more silent than 
ever as he watched the beautiful ship bearing the name of his 
friend move toward the river. 

Dick Hackman, of the press room, who has been with The Con- 
stitution for more than 40 years, was solemn, and, like the rest 
of us, awed by the beauty of it. Dick had no cynical comment to 
make, and that shows what a launching will do. The rest of us 
were in the same mood.

What Constitutes 
Social Emergency? 


There has been no subject of social signifi- 
cance which has aroused so much discussion, 
since the war began, as juvenile delinquency. 
And fully 75 per cent of the condition which is 

meant by those euphonious words is that of young girls. 
Everybody has talked about what should be done to’remedy a 
condition in which young girls, lacking proper home surroundings 
and control, run wild, and thereby make themselves a serious health 
menace to others. Especially young men, in uniform or out, 
There is one organization in Atlanta which is doing effective 
work among the class and type of young girls so many talk about. 
That is Atlanta’s Mission, operated by Rev. Felton Williams. 


-—--. 
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y In one of the poorest sections of Atlanta, 
NO RECREATION probably the worst congested, where all 
types of vice and disease have greatest opportunity to spread and 
flourish, this organization has established a playground for girls, 
and has secured a house which is to be clubroom for girls. 

There is no equipment on that playground, but the girls play 
ball and other games which call for no equipment. The mission 
wants equipment but so far has been unable to secure Any. 

Incidentally, the city has a playground program for which money 
has been set aside. But there isn’t a playground, save this one, 
to which the girls can go, within a mile or two. Yet the social need 
for clean recreation, for right influences for girls surrounded by 
conditions which make their chances of good life slimmer than 
most, is greater here than anywhere else in the city. 


A SUMMER CAMP The mission has a summer camp for 
these poor girls, called Mountain View. 
There they are taken during the summer, by scores and hundreds. 
There are cabins where they sleep and a mess hall and other con- 
veniences. It is a beautiful, natural location. There are most 
excellent young women supervisors. And the girls who go lead 
happy, normal, well-fed and good lives, under good influences, for 


a few weeks anyway. 
When weather permits, all the year around, they take groups 


of girls to the camp for weekends, too. 

There is one great lack at this camp. That is a recreation hall. 
A place where the girls can play basketball, badminton, table ten- 
nis and other indoor sports. A place where they may stage the little 
shows they are encouraged to put on. A place where they may 
gather for the religious services and the hymn-singing sessions, 

It was estimated that such a recreation center could be erected 
at a cost of approximately $5,000, 

That grand organization, Atlanta’s Variety Cluk, heard about 
this need. The club sent for Dr. Williams and heard him tell of 
the work and the need. And the club promptly provided the money 


needed to build that recreation center at the camp. 
For such a building as planned 


MATERIAL AVAILABLE ; | 
very little, if any, war vital ma- 


terial was needed. It is to be made of rough lumber, there is to 
be no steel construction whatever. 

And a generous man was found, an experienced builder, who 
has the material waiting, on hand, for this purpose. He knows, 
too, where he can get the necessary labor. And he is making a 
gift of his own services, supervising the job. 

You’d think everything was set. 

But, before the building can start, a permit has to be secured 
from the War Production Board. Just why is one of today’s mys- 
teries. For the material is on hand, the money is waiting, the 
workers are ready. 

And, surely, the need is urgent. 

According to regulations, it is understood, permits for such build- 
ing can only be issued to meet an emergency. 

Well, isn’t the salvation of the young girls who, otherwise, never 
get a chance in life, an emergency? Haven’t we been told, time 
and time again, that something “‘must be done” to lessen juvenile 
delinquency in just this class of girls? Doesn’t the Army and Navy 
and all other groups hold that the problem presented by such girls 
is just about the most serious of all on the home front? 

All declare it is an emergency. Well, here is something real, 
something practical, something effective being done to meet the 
emergency. 

It will be strange indeed if-a government technicality is allowed 
to delay the effective program to cure juvenile delinquency At- 
lanta’s Mission is carrying on.

Georgia’s Vinson 
Sets Good Example 


WASHINGTON, March 14.—Too many people 

make the mistake of assuming that, because a 

political reporter deferds the national admin- 

istration against the overzealous charges of its 

critics, he is owned body and soul by the administration and can 

see nothing but good in any of its policies—even to the extent of 
regarding Mr. Roosevelt as “the indispensable man.” | 

Nothing, of course, is farther from the truth. It is the same as 

saying that a person who applauds the history of a great nation aiso 

approves the many acts of aggression which may have been com- 
mitted by that nation in arriving at its peak of greatness. 

As for the term “indispensable man,” that is a creation of the 
President’s enemies—a device by which they hope to discredit him 
in emphasizing his errors of judgment while ignoring his achieve- 
ments. No man has yet arisen whose services may be said to be 
indispensable to the nation. 

It is doubtful that even the most partisan supporter of the 
New Deal administration will defend all of its acts over the past 
11 years. There have been many dark chapters condemned by 


friends and enemies alike. 

FDR ERRORS Looking backward over the past, for example, 
few people can be found who will defend the 

cancellation of air mail contracts. That was a grievous error 

which most everyone has come t& recognize. 

In like manner, the fantastic functioning of the old NRA under 
the blustering Hugh Johnson may be counted a blundering per- 
formance which, though nobly conceived, contributed little or nothe- 
ing to the economic adjustment it was designed to bring about. 

The President’s effort to subordinate the judiciary to the will 
of the executive, as reflected in his program for the reorganization 
of the supreme court, is another chapter of the New Deal which 
cannot be easily passed over. 

Coming up to more recent events, there can be little dissent on 
the proposition that there has been entirely too much coddling of 
organized labor by the administration. Mr. Roosevelt’s veto of 
various anti-labor bills, particularly those related to strikes and war- 
time work stoppages, seems to call for justifiable censure. 

By the same token, it is not easy to escape the conclusion that 
the President was wrong, both in his policy and his method, in his 
handling of the tax bill veto. 


NO DEFENSE Neither can he be defended for the practice, 
more common in the past than now, of bring- 
ing into close association with him in the government men of a 
political and economic philosophy not altogether in accord with the 
true traditions of the country. These are the Tugwells and the 
Moleys, the Tommy Corcorans and the Harry Hopkins. who have 
been too conspicuous and too predominant in their influenc& 

These are what may be called some of the hideous scars of the 
administration. But every great administration has its scars, just 
as every great city has its alleys of crime along with its temples 
of virtue. There is no more perfection in politics than there is in 
civic development. 

Where the Roosevelt haters make their mistake is in harping 
too much on the critical things in the administration. They see 
only the evil side in everything. Perhaps the friends of the admin- 
istration make a comparable mistake in defending it too freely 
against attacks. A better balance might well be struck all around, 

But if some of us among Mr. Roosevelt's supporters seem to 
show an excessive amount of zeal in defending his various acts, 
it is only because of the intemperate nature of most of the attacks 
leveled at him. Few of his critics resort to halfway measures. 

The same rule should apply to political parties. When people 
like Senator Byrd, of Virginiaa; “Cotton Ed” Smith, of South Caro- 
lina, and Senator Wheeler, of Montana, find themselves in such a 
pathological state of mind that they are unable to see anything 
good in the national administration, then the time has come for 
them to resign from the Democratic party and join the Republicans, 

Representative Carl Vinson, dean of

the Georgia delegation in congress and 


one of the Democratic wheelhorses in the house, comes nearer epito- 
mizing what the attitude of administration supporters should be. 
He has a record far from a 100 per cent New Dealer. He voted 
for most of the labor bills which the White House opposed. He 
voted to override the veto both of the tax bill and the subsidy re- 
peal bill. His views have been at variance with the administration 
on a number of leading issues. 

And yet he may be counted as a staunch administration fol- 
lower. When he finds himself at odds with some White House. 
supported legislation he does not join in vitriolic attacks on the 
President because of the difference in views, leaving that to the 
chronic carpers and critics. Such criticism as he feels called upon 
to make, he presents it quietly and for the most part privately, 
and, therefore, more effectively. 

There is all the more need for conduct of this kind in time of 
war, when national unity is more essential. Suppose we subjected 
our military commanders to the same kind of critical abuse as is 
too often heaped on the commander-in-chief? That would be a 
helluva way to win a war. 

Representative Vinson’s attitude, which is the attitude of this 
writer, could well be emulated by many others, in and out of 
congress.
